That her peace- 
making efforts consisted of 
arming Egypt to the teeth, 
while she daily threatened 
and attacked Israel. and 
flooding Syria with offens- 
ive weapons did not, to the 
eye of the Soviet diploma- 
cy. at all interfere with 
this conception.
